It is faid that the French entered. Ulm on the 28th and 
agth, aud as quickly as fuch a large army can travel, it 
will, no doubt, proceed on its way to ‘Vienna, for there 
is ne force to oppole.it. 

The French have created. Municipalities imthe Dutchies 
of Naffau and Carrara, planted trees of Liberty, and con- 
fafcated all the poffcfions of the Emperor. 

Auguft 23. 

: As feveral attempts for the elcape of Drouet from the 
aiken of the Abbaye, had been macy before, of which 
the Directory were apprized, there is reafon to believe 
that they fecretly connived at his evafion, Whether the 
Jacobins are futhciertly flrong to make head againit the 
oppofite party, will now foon be feen. 

It is fated in a lett¢r from Wilhelmftad, that two co- 
lumns of the French army, upder General Laborde, have 
taken poffeffion of the town and lake of Conftance, and 
have formed a junétion with a column of the Army 
of the Alps.

BRUXELLES, 24th Thermidor, (Aug. 11.) 

According to different accounts receivéd here from 
Gen. Jourdan’s army, feveral deiperate and bloody ac- 
tions have been fought with various fuccefs, between the 


Republican and Auwltrian troops in the vicinity of Bam- 


berg. The enemy have fince received a reinforcement of 
20,000 men from the Emperor's Heriditary States;. not- 
withftanding which, there feems to be little doubt that the, 
Imperialifts will foo’ BE forced to retreat to the fastheft 
part of Bohemia, General Jourdan, at the head of a re, 


connoiteiing party, had-nearly been farrounded by a large 
body of cavairy, and taken prifoner; he was indebted for 
hig efcape to a fostunate accident, and to his own prefence 
of mind.
